On Financing 




lems. It is only 
those who know 
that can give us 
information and 
the farmers of 
America should 
listen attentively 
to what the men 
who manage rail- 
road property 
have to say. Mr. Kruttschnitt, exec- 
utive head of the Southern Pacific, 
has written an article dealing with 
the financing ot railroads. He said 
in part: 

"The financing of a railroad is a 
function which the people, through 
their servants, the Railroad Coiamis- 
sioners and the Legislators, have 
never attempted, but it is a most im- 
portant problem, especially to sec- 
tions of a State where new railroads 
are needed. The placing of securities 
has been left entirely with the pro- 
moter and owner of railroads. 

"The immediate determination of 
what earnings the railroad shall be 
permitted to receive and what bur- 
dens it shall have put on it is in the 
haads of other servants 0 f the public

to become better , "Managing a railroad is quite differ- 
acquainted with ent from managing a government 
the railroad men ; where the money is raised by taxa- 
and their prob- | tton - When the expenditures, for 
good reasons or otherwise, increase, 
taxes can be equally increased The 
railroads, while servants of the pub- 
lic, cannot raise money with such 
ease and facility. The railroads must 
keep their expenditures within their 
incomes because while they have 
some control over their expenditures 
they have almoBt no control over their 
incomes, their rates L ing fixed by 
public authorities. 

"There is not a railway manager In 
the country today who is not fearful 
that under the press of increasing de- 
mands the transportation systems of 
the country will, in a few years, break 
down, unless the railroads are allowed 
to earn larger funds wherewith to 
build it up. There are vast sections 
of the country, especially in the West, 
where more railroads are needed and 
they cannot be built unless the rail- 
ways raise new capital. 

"People invest money in order to 
make money, and they are skeptical 
aa to whether they can make money 
by investing in concerns that are dealt 
with stringently and unfairly. Rail- 
road securities must be made mo. • 
attractive to invite investments, and 
in order that they may be made more 
attractive, the roads must be allowed 
earnings that will enable them to 
meat the Increased capital

The mob was orderly, but work- 
ed with quick precision. Eight 
automobile* took the men to with- 
in a shcrt d s tance of the prison. 
First all telephoie wires leading to 
the prison and all °xcept one from 
Milledgeville were cut. Five men 
went to the home of J. T. Smith, 
warden, covering him with pisjols 
and stood guard over him. Other 
men went to the home of J. M. 
Burke, superintendent of the pris- 
on, and held him under cover of 
their guns. Practically every 
other member of the mob rushad 
to the stockade gate nearest the 
dormitory where Frank was being 
housed. Only yesterday did phy- 
sicians discharge him from the 
hospital, where he had been since 
being murderiously assaulted in 
the dorm tory. 

Previous to the attack, wires 
leading to the prison itself had 
been cut. Frank was placed in an 
automobile and rushed in the di- 
rection of Eatonton. 

The attack was shortly before 
midnight. The warden and most 
ot the guards were sleeping on a 
rear poich of the main building in 
which the prisonoro are confined. 
Both he and the guards were hand- 
cuffed after which the party en- 
tered the prison and removed 
Ftank.

On Railway Mail Pay 



A controversy has been raging in the columns of the 
press between the railroads and the Federal Post Office 
Department over the question of proper comnensatior 
for handling the United States mails. Mr. Ralph Peters 
Chairman of the Railway Mail Committee, when askec' 
to state the railroad side of the controversy to th< 
American farmer, said in part: 

"The railway mail pay question will be settled — and 
settled permanently and with justice to all concerned— 
as soon as the American people realize that the whoh 
subject, while seemingly complicated and technical, boih 
dovn to a few simnle points of fair business dealin; 
which no one need be a rate expert to understand. 
"The first is that the Post Offce Department wrighs the mails, and rc 
adjusts the pav of the railroads, only once m four years. This compels th< 
railroads to carry the increpse in the mail tonnage during the interveninj 
years without pay— manifestly an injustice in the case of a rapidly growtaj 
business. One MBNfMBM has been that last year the railroads carried full> 
the parcel post for nothing. 

"A second point is this: In alriition to carrying the mails, the rail 
are required to op : ate manv traveling post offices for sorting am 
distributing the mails while in trai"=i t. Hut the Post Office Department pay: 
tor HMh post offices or.lv where they occupy whole cars, and pays nothii: 
in tiie many cases in v. kick it merely requires use sac of post office aiin' 
ments in combination c::r«. a'tho; sh such apartm< it! differ from the fu 
railway post office cars only in si/.o. More than 4,200 apartments of tin. 
character have been fitted up. and fire maintained for the exclusive use o 
the Post Office Department. Failure to pay for them has been an especir 
to the smaller roads on which the Department does not find i 
to utilize whole cars. 
"One last point: In thousands of instances (though not in all) the Po* 
Department requires the railroads .to carry the mails back and fortl 
i>etween railroad stations and post of!"., cs. but pays them nothing for thi 
extra service beyond the rates covering the rail transportation. The rai' 
roads have no choice but to perform this additional service gratis, or refui; 
to carry the mails at all 

"Now for the remedies the raiho?d - as 1 ;: Th°y do not ask to have th> 
mails weighed daily, or to have each shipment weighed and paid for Sep 
urately. as is done in the case of private sh ppers. They merely ask t 
have the mails weighed, and tiie poy of the railroads adjusted, at least one 
a year, instead of once in fo lr fears. They also oak that apartment pot 
office cars be paid for. at riwwmnhln rates, according to size. Lastly, the 
aak that the Post Office DepartBMri eeaas to rerp ;:re of them free messenRe 
between stations and post OfKcea, and either relieve them or thi

This nation is now entering upon 
an era of marine development. The 
wreckage of European commerce has 
drifted to our shores and the world 
war is making unprecedented de 
mauds for the products ot farm and 
factory. In transportation facilities 
on land we lead the world but our port 
facilities are inadequate, and our flag 
is seldom seen in foreign ports 1> 
our government would only divert the 
energy we have displayed in conquer 
ing the railroads to mastering the 
commerce of the sea, a foreign bot 
torn would be unknown on the ocean ; 
highways. 

This article will be confined to t 
discussion of our ports for the pro 
ducts of the farm must pass over out 
wharfs before reaching the water. Wi 
have in this nation 51 ports, of whlcl 
41 are on the Atlantic and 10 are oi 
the Pacific Coast. The Sixty-seconc 
'.'ongress appropriated over $51,000, 
100 for improving our Rivers anc 
Harbors and private enterprise levies 
a toll of approximately $50,000,000 
annually in wharfage and charges foi 
which no tangible service is rendered 
The latter item should be lifted oft 
ihe backs of the farmer of this na 
'ion and this can be done by Congress 
directing its appropriations to pom 
'hat are free where vessels can tie up 
to a wharf and discharge her cargo 
free of any fee or charge. 

A free port is progress. It takes 
out the unnecessary link in the chain 
)f transactions in commerce which 
ias for centuries laid a heavy hand 
ipon commerce. No movement is so 
leavily laden with results or will 
more widely and equally distribute 
its benefits as that of a free port 
and none can be more easily and ef- 
ectively secured.

On The Business of Banking 

Tht : : mers of this nation to come Into their own 
must study business. We must, as a class, understand 
th tandaateatal principles that underlie every industry, 
its functions to society and its relation to agriculture, for 
tk can be bo intelligent co-operation without under- 
Bt a ndln g ; Mr. P*. A Vanderlip, president of the National 
City Baah of Nov York, when asked "What is a Bank?" 
said 11: part: « 

"The first and most familiar function of a bank is 
that of gaiheriiiK up the idle money of a community,' 
small sums and large, and thus forming a pool or reser- 
voir upon which responsible persons mav draw as they 
have teaaaatary use Ear money. It is evident that this 
large sums in the aggregate available for the em- 
the development of the community.

bills by drawing c-heckvon that bank, and everyone receiving a check imme- 
diately deposited it in the bank, the amount of monev in the bank evidently 
would not change at all and the entire business of the community would be 
settled on the books of the hank. And the' situation is but slightly changed 
when there are several banks, for they daily -xc hange among themselves all 
the cheeks they receive on each other, which practically offset themselves 
although the small ba.tu.ros are paid in cash. This is called 'clearing,' and 
in every large city there is a 'Clearing Mouse' where representatives of the 
banks Beet daily to settle the* accounts with each other. 

"A bank is constantly reeertfag f rom its c ustomers, particularly those that 
oducts to other localities, drafts and checks drawn on banks 
which it usually Bends for deposit to a few correspondent 
tfi the central cities with which it maintains permanent accounts in 
this way these scattered credits are c o isolidated and the bank draws upon 
these accounts In supplying rn a t es aaie with the means of making pavments 
away from home. As eeeh local community sells and buys about the same 
amount abroad In the course of a year, these payments largely offset each 
other. It is evident that the banks are very intimately related to the trade 
and industry of a country. The banker is a dealer in credit much more than 
a dealer in money, and of course his own credit must be above question He 
exchanges nis credit for the credits acquired by his costumers and lends 
credit for their accommodation, but he must conduct the business with such 
judgment that he can always meet his own obligations with cash on demand 
This is th" essential thing about bank credit, that it shall always be the
